The wheat market broke the day the 
exporting and importing countries failed to 
reach agreement at London as to the 
amount of wheat the exporters are to 
allow to find its way into the world mar- 
kets. That may have been coincidence, 
but the events were too nicely timed to 
make it probable they ‘‘just happened” on 
the same day. 

Markets are sensitive, especially a bull 
market that has chased prices sharply up- 
ward in expectation of things to come 
Whatever else the restriction talk at Lon- 
don may have done it gave the speculating 
public reason to think the world’s wheat 
trade was to be brought under internation- 
al contro! on a basis that would give that 
commodity a guaranteed price of a dollar 
a bushel or more in producing countries.

SOMETHING DUE TO 

In the last three years the Domifiion has 
given assistance to the four western prov- 
inces amounting to $96,000,000. Part of 
this total has been contributions of money 
for the relief of distress. Some has been 
given as cash advances or as guarantees 
of loans to the provincia! governments to 
assist them in financing through the diffi- 
cult period. Of the total of $96,000,000, 
Alberta has received $12,000,000: one- 
eighth of the aid granted to the four prov- 
inces. 

There is no proper complaint because 
the other provinces have been given more 
than Alberta. They needed more help and 
if they were treated fairly in keeping with 
their needs, all well and good. But the 
fact that Alberta has drawn less heavily 
on the Dominion does give this prov- 
ince a valid claim to some further assis- 
tance where it can be shown that assis- 
tance is needed and would result to the 
public advantage, and particularly if the 
added assistance would help to reduce the 
number of unemployed men in Alberta and 
the demand for “direct relief” 

The Jasper Highway is a case in point 
That highway exists for about half its 
length only in imagination. The province 
has built and gravelled the other half with 
no assistance from Ottawa, and without 
asking for any. As a matter of fairness 
between one province and another in deal- 
ing with the unemployment situation. it is 
entitled to assistance from the Dominion 
in building and gravelling the other half, 
and in doing the work this summer 

If the Dominion can do no better it at 
least should lend the province the money 
necessary to finish the job and make the 
highway a reality—without interest 


ALBERTA 


A NATIONAL PROBLEM 

Weather conditions have not improved 
the general crop outlook over that vast 
stretch of territory that used to be mark- 
ed on the map as the “semi-arid belt” of 
Western Canada. In large areas there the 
farmers are facing their fourth successive 
season of distressingly small yields: in 
some districts the fourth successive com. 
plete crop failure. 

Whatever prices may be, and whatever 
conditions may prevail elsewhere, relief 
on an extended scale will have to be con- 
tinued to farmers and townsfolk in those 
districts for another year. It is now too 


late for any amount of rainfall to redeem 
the situation, and the loss of the crop 
means another year of acute distress con- 
ditions. 

The tragedy of it is, there is nothing

the matter with the country except that * 


rain does not fall in sufficient quantity 


regularly. The soil is wonderfully fertile. 
In wet seasons it produces crops as heavy 
as in any part of the west. at is why 


settlers crowded into the former ranching 
country and why they have stayed there 
It is too good a country to be condemned, 
abandoned; but it cannot continue to be 
indefinitely occupied and cultivated unless 
it can be made self-sustaining 

Two years ago the Governments of the 
Dominion and of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan should have united in a great recla- 
mation scheme for the redemption of that 
great fertile area from aridity. The means 
to be emploved are well known, and have 
scientific authority. The “semi-arid belt” 
needs forest areas, timber belts, wind- 
breaks, lakes created by damming 
streams. These would increase rainfall and 
conserve and regulate the moisture sup- 
ply. That is not guesswork. It is tho- 
roughly orthodox doctrine, and has been 
preached by experts of the department of 
the interior and the forestry departments 
for a life time. 

All this would have cost money. But it 
has cost money to support the cropless 
farmers and their families on relief, with 
nothing now to show for the expenditure. 
And it will cost more money to support 
them next year and in future years—or to 
move them out of the territory. 

The reclamation of the “semi-arid belt’ 
sheuld be undertaken as a great national 
enterprise. That will pay. And the alter- 
native is a great national calamity—the 
evacuation of hundreds of square miles of 
fertile land and its abandonment to the 
gophers and the coyotes.

state 
One fact, however, has to be 


emphatically stated, namely: that 
Hetman Skoropadsky is conduct- 
ing the movement for the liber- 
ation of Ukraine entirely separ- 
ately from White or any other 
Russians as the future Ukraine 
shall be independent from Mos- 
cow, or Warsaw 

In Great Britain, Ukrainian 
monarchists have been success- 
ful in getting a number of prom- 
inent Britishers interested in 
thelr movement.

| principle when I was reviewing an article on “D 
| Plants Feel Pain?” by a remarkable scientist 
| India who has shown that plants do respond tr 
painful stimulation and msey be poisoned as we 
may be; and that they lose their power of stim 
lation as chloroform is applied to them; that tbeir 
response may be slowed down by cold and that « 
plant feels an electric current. His observations 
tend to prove that plants are like humans in the 
they feel the difference between what is pleasan' 
and what is painful and behave differently accord 
ing to the stimulation affecting them 


From the first day we are born we are pushing 
toward those acts which give us pleasure and pu!) 
ing back from the acts which give us pain. This 
| principle is probably the biggest driving force in 

life. An old saying is, “That which hurts, teach- 

es.” Our most lasting lessons and the ones learned 
most quickly are those which hurt the most 
| child, who burns his hand in the fire, learns once 
and for all that this is not a pleasing sensation and 
he thereafter avoids repeating the act. The pain 
which he feels so vividly when the hand is burned 
is a warning signal from his nerves that his hand 
will be destroyed if he leaves it in the fire. The 
nerves warn him to withdraw his foot when he 
steps on a nail and protect him fronr sending the 
nail in deeper. As a rule, nature allows us to fee 
pain when we are doing something which is harr 
ful to the body. A sharp pain is simply a pro 
tective device. Pain not only protects us from 
repeating injurious practices but also forces us t< 
rest after we have been hurt. Even wild animals 
know that the rest of an injured part is the best 
plan while the wounded portion is resting 
nature is best able to bring about healing and re- 
pair 
However, pain is not always due to injuries 
the outside. Very often it may come from 
diceased conditions inside the body, but the same 
rule holds good. Nature is telling us that there 
is something wrong with the body which is in- 
jurious to health and trying to warn us in time 
Pain within the body may be produced by pressure 
upon nerves such as may be due to a collection of 
pus, or a congestion of fluid, or it may be due to 
an irr.tation of the nerve by poisons which set ur 
inflammatory changes. Sometimes the pressure on 
nerves is mechanical as the pressure from a mis- 
placed vertebra
